AGreeklegenda»- 
somei that Minerva herself taught mor-

ment recorded that the Lord, speaking 
to Moses, explicity directed how the 
ten curtains of fine twined linen for the 
tabernacle should be wrought, and also 
the veil of blue, purple and scarlet 
which divided the holy place from the 
'moot holy. 


Although the universal art of sewing 


[which antedates history and forms no 
jjnsignificanfclpart of it, must have had 
a very utilitarian beginning-, for the 
first clothing of man, the skins of ani- 
mals, were roughly sewed together, it 
«eems never until recently to have been 
developed scientifically along utilita- 
rian lines, but only as an art, having as 
gto aim ornate beauty. While it is true 
*hatexcellentre*ulte have been achieved 
|in the line of the commoner offices of 
the needle, such work has been »ocom- 
Tilished by individuals who transmitted 
what they had acquired, if at all, with- 
out reference to or even a knowledge 
of the principles which made it excel- 
lent.

ting this time-old art on a scientific 
basis, and making of it industrial edu 
cation, was solved in the Chicago Jew- 
lib manual training school, and the

There is none of the discouragement 
a,nd forcing to effect which usually at- 
tends the first endeavors of children 
learning to sew.

fully taken, and the time devoted to 
sewing is inv ariably counted a privilege. 


The entire outfit for an industrial 


sewing department in a good school 
costs between $30, and $40, and this in- 
cludes a big doll as large as a year-old 
child.

and draft the first garment, she begins 
to cut and make clothing for this doll.
